This text prepared in Malayalam by the Synodal 
Commission for Faith Formation for the use of MBOC 2019 is now translated for our use in 
the Exarchate.

Under the theme “Credo - I believe” the MBOC was forming our children of the Church, in 
the previous years, in the knowledge and the worthy reception of the Sacraments of the 
Church. This year the theme THE CHURCH: SACREMENT OF CHRIST is introduced to help 

our children to under¬ 
stand and grow up in 
the divine mystery of 
the Holy Church which 
is defined as the sacra¬ 
ment of Christ. 

The Sacraments are the 
visible signs of the in¬ 
visible grace of God. 
Similarly, the Church is 
the visible sign of salva¬ 
tion and it transmits us 
the invisible divine life. 
The heavenly gifts are 
shared with the entire humanity through the Church, the sacrament of Christ, just as the 
faithful become sharers in divine grace through the holy sacraments. Since the Church itself 
is a sacrament, different sacraments are celebrated in the Church for her children to obtain 
grace and sanctification. 

People who lived in the time of Christ could encounter personally the salvific events unfolded 
in and through Jesus. Today we, the new Israel, encounter the salvific mystery in the Church, 
which is founded by Jesus Christ. Similarly, Church is the visible sign of the invisible grace by 
which the risen Jesus is made visible to all. Therefore the Church is called the sacrament of 
Christ.

1. Names and Images of the Church 

The word "Church" (Latin ecclesia, from the Greek ek-ka- 
lein, to "call out of") means a convocation or an assembly. It 
designates the assemblies of the people, usually for a reli¬ 
gious purpose. Ekklesia is used frequently in the Greek Old 
Testament for the assembly of the Chosen People before 
God, above all for their assembly on Mount Sinai where 
Israel received the Law and was established by God as his 
holy people. 


By calling itself "Church," the first community of Christian 
believers recognized itself as heir to that assembly. In the 
Church, God is "calling together" his people from all the ends of the earth. The equivalent 
Greek term Kyriake, from which the English word Church and the German Kirche are de¬ 
rived, means "what belongs to the Lord."(CCC 751) 



The Assembly of the Chosen People 


In Christian usage, the word "church" designates not only the liturgical assembly, but also the 
local community and the whole universal community of believers. These three meanings are 
inseparable. "The Church" is the People that God gathers in the whole world. She exists in lo¬ 
cal communities and is made real as a liturgical, above ah a Eucharistic, assembly. She draws 
her life from the word and the Body of Christ and so herself becomes Christ's Body.(CCC 752) 

2. Symbols of Church 


2. 1. A Sheepfold 


The Church is, accordingly, a sheepfold, 
the sole and necessary gateway to which 
is Christ. It is also the flock of which God 
himself foretold that he would be the 
shepherd, and whose sheep, even though 
governed by human shepherds, are un¬ 
failingly nourished and led by Christ 
himself, the Good Shepherd and Prince of 
Shepherds, who gave his life for his sheep. 



(CCC 754) 




2.2. A Cultivated Field 

"The Church is a culti¬ 
vated field, the tillage of 
God. On that land the 
ancient olive tree grows 
whose holy roots were 
the prophets and in which the reconcilia¬ 
tion of Jews and Gentiles has been brought 
about and will be brought about again. 
That land, like a choice vineyard, has been 
planted by the heavenly cultivator. Yet the 
true vine is Christ who gives life and fruit¬ 
fulness to the branches, that is, to us, who 
through the Church remain in Christ, 
without whom we can do nothing. 
(CCC 755)

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2.3. The Building of God 

"Often, too, the Church is called the building of God. The Lord 
compared himself to the stone which the builders rejected, but 
which was made into the corner-stone. On this foundation the 
Church is built by the apostles and from it the Church receives 
solidity and unity. This edifice has many names to describe it: 
the house of God in which his family dwells; the household of 
God in the Spirit; the dwelling-place of God among men; and, 
especially, the holy temple. This temple, symbolized in places 
of worship built out of stone, is praised by the Fathers and, not 
without reason, is compared in the liturgy to the Holy City, the 
New Jerusalem. As living stones we here on earth are built into 
it. It is this holy city that is seen by John as it comes down out 
of heaven from God when the world is made anew, prepared 
like a bride adorned for her husband. (CCC 756) 

2.4. Our Mother 

The Church is also described as That Jerusalem which is above' 
and 'our mother'. The Church gives birth to her children 
through the baptismal font and nourishes with spiritual food 
and instructions. Likewise the Church accomplishes the re¬ 
sponsibility and obligations of a mother. 






St. Paul presents the Jerusalem which is 
Above (Heavenly Jerusalem) as mother 
JeevanDarsKan /Qal 4 . 2 6-28). The fulfillment of the 
salvific work of Jesus Christ took place in 
Jerusalem and the first Christian Church 
was founded in Jerusalem immediately following the Res¬ 
urrection and Ascension of Christ. Jerusalem is honoured 
as the holy city of God On account of this, the Church is 
called the heavenly Jerusalem. 

2.6. The Church - Body Of Christ 


2.5. That Jerusalem Which Is Above 


The term ‘The Church - Body of Christ’ is used as a symbol by St. Paul to present the idea that 
the Church is the continuation of Christ. He says, “And he is the head of the body, the 


church” (Colossians L18). Paul had the conviction that when the church is persecuted, it is 
Christ who is persecuted. Thus the Church and Christ are inseparably related. Similarly, those 
who receive the body and blood of Christ, become the members of the body of Christ. “Because 
there is one bread, we who are many are one body, for us all partake of the one 
bread” (1 Cor 10:17). The Church is the Body of Christ. Through the Spirit and his action in the 
sacraments, above all the Eucharist, Christ, who once was dead and is now risen, establishes 
the community of believers as his own Body. In the unity of this Body, there is a diversity of 
members and functions. All members are linked to one another, especially to those who are 
suffering, to the poor and persecuted. The Church is this Body of which Christ is the head: she 
lives from him, in him, and for him; he lives with her and in her. 
























The Church is the Bride of Christ: he loved 
her and handed himself over for her. He 
JeevanDarsKan has purified her by his blood and made 
2019 her the fruitful mother of all God's chil¬ 

dren. In the light of the teachings of St. 

Paul, the Malankara Syrian Catholic Church specially uses 
the symbol ‘The Church as the Bride of Christ’ to show the 
unity of Christ and the Church. The prophets compared the 
relationship between Yahweh and Israel in the Old testa¬ 
ment to that of the Bridegroom and the Bride or to that of 
husband and wife (Hos.2:19-21, Is.54:5, Jer. 3L32). On the 
basis of this understanding, St. Paul presents Christ as the 
Bridegroom and the Church as his Bride. St. Paul associates the love relationship between 
Christ and the Church with that of the Husband and Wife (Eph5:23-27). Comparing the 
Church as the bride of Christ, we sing prayerfully in the morning prayer of the liturgy of 
the hours of the Malankara Syrian Catholic Church as it follows. 


2.7. The Church is the Bride of Christ 


“God sent to you Oh t Church, Spouse of Christ! 


Your Bridegroom has no death. Jesus, Have mercy on usi” 

The prayers and the hymns in the sacrament of marriage present Christ as the bride groom 
and the Church as the bride. Jesus has bought the Church with his Body and Blood. Jesus, 
the Bridegroom loved the Church, the Bride and made her his own by sacrificing his life for 
her. 


Since the Church is the Bride of Christ, each member of the Church is also a bride for him. 
It is through Baptism that a person becomes his Bride and becomes involved actively in the 
affectionate nuptial bond with Jesus, the Bridegroom. The foundation of the devotion and 
fidelity of the Church is to accept Jesus as the Bridegroom and to worship him alone as God. 

2.8. Church- The Paradise 

In the beginning, God created mankind and placed him in the Garden of Eden (Paradise). 
The Paradise was the place of all fortune. The divine experience of the paradise is also pre¬ 
sent in the Church. It is clear from the following liturgical hymn that there is the divine ex¬ 
perience of Paradise in the Church by means of Baptism, the relics of martyrs, the Sacred 
Thronos, the Holy Eucharist, the ambrosia and clergy who serve them. 

“The holy church, the bride of Christ 

Is similar to Paradise, the fulfillment of all fortunes 

There is Baptism, the relics of the martyrs 
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and the altar in it; by carrying the divine ambrosia, 
f Halleluiah uh Halleluiah 

There stand the priests who breaks and give.” (Sunday, Night, First Kauma). 

We received baptism in the Church, received the faith which the Church 
has been preserving for centuries without any blemish, listen to the living 
words of God in the Church and learn how to live to please God. Jesus builds, strengthens 
and comforts us through the sacraments, which are entrusted to the apostles. There is ignit¬ 
ing fire, which is burning through the saints in the Church. Our hearts are ignited through 
that fire. The Holy Eucharist is celebrated in the Church. The sacrifice and the strength of 
Christ is renewed for us in the Holy Eucharist. The Holy Eucharist is celebrated in such a 
way so that we, who are united with Christ, become his Body and live by his strength. Even if 
the Church has its own weaknesses, no one can be a Christian without the Church.

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Christians of the first centuries said, "The world was created for the sake of the Church." God 
created the world for the sake of communion with his divine life, a communion brought 
about by the "convocation" of men in Christ, and this "convocation" is the Church. The 
Church is the goal of all things, and God permitted such painful upheavals as the angels' fall 
and man's sin only as occasions and means for displaying all the power of his arm and the 
whole measure of the love he wanted to give the world. (CCC 760). Sin destroyed the rela¬ 
tionship between God and Man and the relationship among the human beings. 

The gathering together of the People of God began at the moment when sin destroyed the

communion of men with God, and that of men among themselves. The gathering together of 
the Church is, as it were, God's reaction to the chaos provoked by sin. This reunification is 
achieved secretly in the heart of all peoples: "In every nation anyone who fears him and does 
what is right is acceptable" to God. (CCC 761) 

The remote preparation for this gathering together of the People of God begins when he calls 
Abraham and promises that he will become the father of a great people. Its immediate prepa¬ 
ration begins with Israel's election as the People of God. By this election, Israel is to be the 
sign of the future gathering of All nations. But the prophets accuse Israel of breaking the 
covenant and behaving like a prostitute. They announce a new and eternal covenant. "Christ 
instituted this New Covenant. (CCC 762) 

1. The Church - instituted by Christ Jesus 

It was the Son's task to accomplish the Father's plan of salvation in the fullness of time. Its 
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accomplishment was the reason for his being sent. "The Lord Jesus inaugu¬ 
rated his Church by preaching the Good News, that is, the coming of the 
Reign of God, promised over the ages in the scriptures." To fulfill the Fa¬ 
ther's will, Christ ushered in the Kingdom of heaven on earth. The Church 
“is the Reign of Christ already present in mystery.” (CCC 763)

So that Church can fulfill her mission, the Holy Spirit "bestows upon [the Church] varied 
hierarchic and charismatic gifts, and in this way directs her." "Henceforward the Church, 
endowed with the gifts of her founder and faithfully observing his precepts of charity, hu¬ 
mility and self-denial, receives the mission of proclaiming and establishing among ah peo¬ 
ples the Kingdom of Christ and of God, and she is on earth the seed and the beginning of 
that kingdom. (CCC 768)

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The Israelites, who are formed by God through Abraham, are called People of God in the 
Old Testament. In the New Testament, those who are called and set apart by Jesus Christ 
are called c the People of God? That is, the Holy Church is the New Israel in the New Testa¬ 
ment. The members of the Church are the chosen people. The Israel, the people of God in 
the Old Testament, is the beginning and continues as the Church, the people of God in the 
New Testament. 

"At all times and in every race, anyone who fears God and does what is right has been ac¬ 
ceptable to him. He has, however, willed to make men holy and save them, not as individu¬ 
als without any bond or link between them, but rather to make them into a people who 
might acknowledge him and serve him in holiness. He therefore chose the Israelite race to 
be his own people and established a covenant with it. He gradually instructed this people.... 
All these things, however, happened as a preparation for and figure of that new and perfect 
covenant which was to be ratified in Christ . . . the New Covenant in his blood; he called 
together a race made up of Jews and Gentiles which would be one, not according to the 
flesh, but in the Spirit. (CCC 781). The descendants of Abraham were only considered as 
people of God in the Old Testament, but in the New Testament anyone can become a mem¬ 
ber of the New Israel by being baptized in the Church. 

The conviction that they are the people of God was very strong among the early Christians. 
We pray in the Sedro Prayer of the Holy Qurbono: "Lord, do not hold back your mercy from 
your church that you have purchased with your blood." The self-consciousness becomes 
very clear in the passionate petition that the Lord Jesus Christ purchased the church with 
his precious blood (Acts 20:28). The prayer "God owned the Church with his own Blood" 
expresses the meaning of the salvific mystery - the public life, the passion on the cross and 
resurrection of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
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The Church, the new Israel renews this covenant through the Holy Eucha¬ 
rist and grows as new Israelites in Christ. The Church always reminds us by 
the celebration of the Holy Eucharist that she was regained by Jesus with his 
blood.

1. The Missions of the People of God 

Jesus, as Christ, has the priestly, prophetic and kingly missions. The people of God, who be¬ 
come one with Christ through the sacraments of initiation such as Baptism, Anointing with 
Holy Myron and Holy Eucharist, have to accomplish these same missions. 

1.1. The Priestly People 

The entire people of God share the 
priesthood of Christ. That is, they are 
called to continue the life of his sacri¬ 
fice. When the people of God accept 
the difficulties and crosses of daily life 
and offer them to the God, the Father 
through Christ, it becomes a sacrifice. 

We, who take part in the priesthood of Christ, take part in the Holy Qurbono as the concele- 
brants with the priest. The people of God exercise their priestly duty, when they offer their 
sacrificial daily life in the Holy Qurbono together with the priest. The people of God are 
called to fulfill their duty of sanctification by sanctifying themselves. 

1.2. The Prophetic People 

The people of God take part in the prophetic mission just as in the priestly mission of Jesus. 
They are obliged to preach the Gospel of Jesus to the whole world as prophets. Each one is 
obliged to teach the Gospel of Jesus with his witness of life and word.

Jesus Christ is the king forever. The kingship of Jesus is not that of the earthly power or au¬ 
thority or dominion, but it is the royalty of love and service. He, as if a good shepherd, minis¬ 
tered the meek, the neglected and the sick during the time of his public life and rendered the 
service of love to all. Thus Jesus taught that his royalty was not to be served, but to serve oth¬ 
ers and to offer his life as sacrifice for others. Hence, the people of God are obliged to serve 
those who suffer in the society, the poor and the derelict and forgetting themselves even to 
offer their own life to all. Thus, when we serve the society, we will be the real royal people.

1. The Church is One, Holy, Catholic and Apostolic 

The Church of Christ is One, Holy, Catholic and Apostolic 
as we profess it in the Holy Creed." These four characteris¬ 
tics, which are related to each other strongly, deal with the 
essential elements of the Church and her mission. It is not 
the church, who owns all these by herself, but it is Christ 
who makes his Church - One, Holy, Catholic and Apostolic 
- through the Holy Spirit. It is he who calls her to realize 
each of these features. (CCC 811). 

1.1. The Church is One 

"The sacred mystery of the Church's unity" (UR 2). The 
Church is one because of her source: "the highest exemplar 
and source of this mystery is the unity, in the Trinity of Per¬ 
sons, of one God, the Father and the Son in the Holy Spirit."

The Church is one because of her founder: for "the Word made flesh, the 
prince of peace, reconciled all men to God by the cross, . . . restoring the 
unity of all in one people and one body." The Church is one because of her 
"soul": "It is the Holy Spirit, dwelling in those who believe and pervading and 
ruling over the entire Church, who brings about that wonderful commun¬ 
ion of the faithful and joins them together so intimately in Christ that he is 
the principle of the Church's unity." St. Paul, the apostle teaches us, “Now you are the body of 
Christ, and each one of you is a part of it.”( 1 Corinthians 12). Unity is of the essence of the 
Church. (CCC813). 
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When it is said that the Church is one, the multiplicity of particular Churches and other local 
Churches in the Church is not forgotten. By the expression, it is meant, “the unity in diversi¬ 
ty.” “The Church is one”. The visible sign of the unity of the Church is seen when the differ¬ 
ent people live in accordance with same faith and sacrament, eat from the same Bread and 
grow under the apostolic leadership of one Bishop. Local Apostolic Churches are united with 
the apostolic leadership of the successors of St. Peter. This is the Catholic Church. 


1.2. The Church is Holy 

"The Church ... is held, as a matter of faith, to 
be unfailingly holy. This is because Christ, the 
Son of God, who with the Father and the Spirit 
is hailed as 'alone holy,' loved the Church as 
his Bride, giving himself up for her so as to 
sanctify her; he joined her to himself as his 
body and endowed her with the gift of the 
Holy Spirit for the glory of God." The Church, 
then, is "the holy People of God," and her 
members are called "saints."(Romans 12:13) 
(CCC 823). 

When it is said that the Church is Ho¬ 
ly, it is not to be forgotten that the Church is a 
community of sinners. The divine aspect of 
Church is always holy, but the human nature 
of the church is always weak and fragile.

1.3. The Church is One Catholic 
What does "catholic" mean? 
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The word "catholic" means "universal," in the sense of "according to the to¬ 
tality" or "in keeping with the whole." The Church is catholic in a double 
sense: First, the Church is catholic

because Christ is present in her. "Where there is 
Christ Jesus, there is the Catholic Church. We use the 
term “universal” for the Catholic Church to express 
the meaning “It is everywhere.” 

Wherever the bishop appears let the congregation be 
present; just as wherever Jesus Christ is, there is the 
Catholic Church. (St Ignatius of Antioch). In her sub¬ 
sists the fullness of Christ's body united with its head; 
this implies that she receives from him "the fullness of 
the means of salvation” which he has willed: correct 
and complete confession of faith, full sacramental life, 
and ordained ministry in apostolic succession. The 
Church was, in this fundamental sense, catholic on 
the day of Pentecost and will always be so until the 
day of the Parousia. (CCC 830). 

There exist many churches in this world at present, 
but the catholic koinonia, what Jesus wished is seen 
obviously in the Catholic Church. ‘Catholic’ is one of 

the characteristics of the Church. Catholic Church means the fulfillment of the catholic na¬ 
ture. The completion of Catholicity is seen in the Catholic Church.

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1.4. The Church is Apostolic 

The Church is apostolic because she 
is founded on the apostles, in three 
ways: - she was and remains built 
on "the foundation of the Apos¬ 
tles," The witnesses chosen and sent 
on mission by Christ himself; - with the help of the 
Spirit dwelling in her, the Church keeps and hands 
on the teaching, The "good deposit," the salutary 
words she has heard from the apostles; -she contin¬ 
ues to be taught, sanctified, and guided by the apos¬ 
tles until Christ's return, through their successors in 
pastoral office: the college of bishops, "assisted by 
priests, in union with the successor of Peter, the 
Church's supreme pastor" (AG 5): 

You are the eternal Shepherd 
who never leaves his flock untended.

Since the apostolic fellowship and unity exist only in the Catholic Church, the perfec¬ 
tion of the apostolicity is present only in the Catholic Church.
